tho Buenu Vista marsh between this 
city aud Bancroft;, and tho contrast 
between the crops' the settlors have 
been raising out in that section aud 
those grown on higher ground was 
worthy of note. 


Their grain has been all cut at this 


time and some of it thrufthed, and not 
only has it attained a rank and 
luxurious growth, but that that has 
boon thrashed has turned out very 
satisfactory, some of tho wheat run- 
ning thirty-live bushels to the acre. 


Corn is not ripe jet, of course, but 


the most of it stands six feet high 
and lias a largo number of ears on it, 
and if we have a normal season from 
now on there is every indication that 
there will bo a tiood crop. 


There have been bothered a great 


deal by fires on some parts of -the 
marsh, but in most cases it was just 
the wild land that burned over, that 
under cultivation escaping without 
damage. 
Draining . the marsh and 


tho fact that the season has been uu- 
usually dry has left the top of tho 
ground 'in an ideal condition to burn, 
and where once it got started it has 
sinouldnrd along continuously with- 
out what rain that has fallen having 
any effect on it. 


The settlers on the marsh have of 


late constructed several -Jams across 
•jho drainage ditches so as to confine 
the water above tho level of tho fields 
aud with tlie aid of ditches have been, 
irrigating their crops, so that it does 
not make much difference to them 
now whether ib rains or not. 


Those who are conversant with tho 


conditions out there state that the 
portions of tho marsh that have been 
burned over will not bo injured by 
the fire, as tho soil needs tho chemical 
properties contained in the ashes to 
bring it to a proper condition in tho 
most rapid manner. 
Otherwise the 


top layer has to rot, which takes con- 
siderably more time. 


One of the surprising tilings to tho 


visitor of this section is the largo 
number of settlers already located in 
that region, and tho indications are 
"that it will not bo many years before 
all of the laud in thut section is taken 
up and placed under cultivation. 


Death of Charles Pribbanow. 


Charles Pribbanow, one of tho old 


settlers of this section, died in this 
city on Sunday evening at the age of 
82 years, death being due to old age 
and paralysis. 


Decoased was born on the 80th of 


June-, 1838, at Meesow, Germany, and 
was married in 1852 to Minnie Berg, 
who is still'living in this city, tho 
couple having spent 58 years of their 
life together. 
They had born to 


them twelve children, only four of 
whom are living, they being Herman 
and William Pribbanow and Mrs, 
Emma Erdman of this city, and Otto 
Pribbanow of Nekoosn. 
There are 


eleven grandchildren and two great: 
grandchildren. 


Mr. Pribbanow came to America 


rfii 180(5 and settled near Kellner, 
which at that time was a wilderness, 
and lived there until about a year 
ago, when he movd.. to this city, 
where ho has since made his homo. 


The funeral occurred on Tuesday 


from the west side Lutheran church, 
Rev. Wm, 
Nommeusou conducting 


the services, the remains being in 
terred-hi Forest Hill cemetery.

i Supreme court Justice. 


"I think I am f,afe in saying," con- 


llnued my Informant, "that thcro la 
aot at tho bar of the United States, 
ind never ha« bfttn, a man of greater 
lellcacy of sentiment or of more con- 
itarvt and perfect recognition of tho 
rights and feeling* of others than Mr. 
Bowers. Ho alao has a high senae of 
personal honor, and It waa due to the 
jomblnation of these characteristics 
:hut there arose the crisis In his life 


•>l which I speak. 


"Following bis graduation from the 


Columbia law school, he had boon for 
icrno time managing clerk of a lead- 
ing law 
office 
In Now 
York city. 


There ho was highly esteemed and a 
rreat career was predicted at the bar 
•or him. And thero ho appeared one 
lay, displaying every evidence of a 
lorifie of humiliation, tho manner of a 
nan who had met with a grievous per- 
lonal Insult, 


"Ills friends flocked around him— 


nrhat was the matter, 
they asked? 


t-hen, In effect, Mr. Bowers told them 
that ho had that day bad such an un- 
happy cxporfonco In court ho hud de- 
cided to abandon forever tho profes- 
ilon of tho law. He had appeared In 
sourt, bo «ald, to afik 
that 
n long- 


pondUig matter bo decided 
by. tho 


:ourt, stating that It was of no real 
jonsequonco how tho matter was do- 
itdecl, but that it was Imperative that 
tho decision should bo made, that tho 
iccounto In question might bo settled 
ind money necessary for tho living ex- 
penses of his client bo released. But 
no sooner had ho made his statement,

shocking and humiliating him BO that 
he had decided to abandon tho law,

"Mr. Bowers was perfectly sincere 


In hla expressed purpose to give up 
his career as a lawyer, despite the 
bright future that was before him, and 


to neck a livelihood In some other 
way. 
HI» friends, realizing his sin- 


cerity, attempted most earnestly to 
dissuade him from his purpose. They 
asked him to come to no decision un- 
til ho had given very careful thought 
to tho matter; at last they gained this 
concession from him, and I have al- 
ways believed that It was this advice 
that finally persuaded Mr. Bowers- to 
abandon bis purpose to leave the law. 


"Anyway soon after the Incident in 


the courtroom occurred, Mr. Bowers 
went to Minnesota and in :a little 
while became counsel for the Chicago 
& 
Northwestern 
railway 
system. 


Within ten years he was.general coun- 
sel in Chicago for the whole system.

partment of Justice, and In all, prob- 
ability will be named within a lew, 
years at the roost as an associate Jus- 
tice of tbe Supremo court Yet, you 
see bow narrowly he missed tfie. dis- 
tinguished career he has made, as a 
lawyer."

General Broke Down,

aged Soldiers Were Paid. 


A year or so before tho venerable 


C. C. Clarke, now In his eighty-eighth 
year, retired, In 1900, as vlco-prosldont 
of the Now York Central railroad, ho 
called mo into his office and pointed to 
a paragraph in n newspaper contain- 
ing aome reference to Robert Morris, 
tho financier of tho American revolu- 
tion. 


"In tho Into thirties when I wont to 


collego In Geneva, N. Y.," said 
Mr. 


Clarke. "I made tho acounlntmico of a 
man of tho name of Drown, who had 
for years been postmaster ot iho vil- 
lage, nnd who was then well along In 
the eighties. In tho course ot this ac- 
quaintance 1 found out that ho had 
been u clerk in tho olnce ot Robert 
Morris at tho time when ho was ex- 
hausting his fortune In behalf of the 
flglrtlng colonies, and many an hour I 
spent with tho old mar, listening to 
his anecdotes of tho great financier. 
And then, one day, my ngod friend 
told mo this story of Robert Morris 
nnd George Washington, which I have 
never seen In print. 
" 'One afternoon, shortly before tin 


Battle of the Bramlywlnp, which took 
place In tho fall of '77.' 
said 
Mr. 


Brown. 'General 
Washington, 
unat- 


tended, camo to Mr. Morris' ofllce. Ho 
seemed to bo In great anxiety, ami ho 
hastened to o.pln«i to Mr. Morris that 
unless ho could havo some motwiy 
with which to make nt least n partial 
payment to his soldiers, ho did not bo- 
lieve that it would bo possible for him 
to gain a victory in tho approaching 
battle. Tho sclWters. he said, hnd been 
many months without pay. Thoy had 
endured many hardships. Their priva- 
tions, their dire need of money had 
In a measure demoralized 
and dis- 


couraged them. 
" 'And right hero, and all of n sud- 


den,' said Mr. Brown, 'General Wash- 
ington broke down completely. Ho put 
his hands to his face so that ho might 
conceal his emotion, but I saw thp 
tears trickling 
down 
between 
his 


hands. He was completely overcome, 
and I was so awe-stricken at tho spec- 
tacle of the coramandor-ln-chlef ot tho 
Continental army in tears that I stood 
as though I wore transfixed 
to 
the 


door. 
I looked nt Mr. Morris, to soo 


how ho was affected, and found him 
trying to relieve the situation by ap- 
pearing to bo busy arranging aotno pa- 
pers that had boon oproad boforo him 
prkr ,to General Washington's en- 
trance. Then, as suddenly a« ho had 
broken down, General Washington re- 
gained Ills composure, and wont on to 
any that if Mr. Morris could find with- 
in twenty-four hours sufllctent money 
to pay each man In tho army a llttlo 
of what was duo him, this payment 
would do much to ,revlvo the nrmy'B 
courage nnd mornlH, and, if this woro 
accomplished, thoro wus llttlo doubt 
but that tho British would'bo held In 
check. 


" 'For a inomrmt Mr. Morris waa si-

(Kindly disposed toward other bugs that thay 
will carry them to their food supply, hatch 
their eggs for. them, and bring up their off- 
spring. The aolo duties thoy leave to those 
thay protect aro breathing, eating and multi- 
plying.

FIrat let mo tell you about the fight against 


the chinch bug. Aa everyone knows, tho chinch 
'la a devil-devastator'whoso evil Intentions aro 
'backed with energy and resourcefulness. When 
It starts to take what It'wants from tho farm 
.there Is Just ono thing it leaves—tho mort- 
gage. For more than a generation scientists 
In all parts of the country directed tholr Intel- 
ligence against Its Instinct; and Instinct won 
tho victory. It seemed that reason could not 
fathom the cause of tho outbreaks nor find a 
way to prevent them.

worked overtime. Tlie assistants In the1 ento- 
mologist's office became mere undertakers for 
bugdom. The mouldy bugs were sent out on 
their beneficent mission of destruction. Then 
tho results came In, They varied; they 'did, 
Indeed. 
Some thought the entire entomolo- 


gist's office should be fitted out. with a golclon, 
glorious halo as the rescuer of Its country; 
others alas! thought a fool's cap would fit tho 
case more exactly. 


But although the disease project could not 


be called, a complete success, jnieuns were 
found which make It possible to raise grain 
even In the very worst of the 
chinch 
out- 


breaks. Tho barrier methods and sprays with 
a kerosene emulsion will, catch them every 
time. Just after harvest the scarcity of food 
In the wheat fields arouses In the chinch an 
Instinct to migrate.. On foot It-sets-out. to get 
an appetite for corn. This is the time to!make 
a ridge bewoen the Infested field and the field 
tho chinch desires to Infest, .This is done by 
plo'wlng a backward furrow-which Is packed 
with a light roller or by hand and has a line 
of, tar poured .upon it from, a can with, a 
tubular spout. Post holes are dug at Intervals 
of. about twenty feet. 
By keeping the tar- 


line fresh his chlnchshlp cannot cross, but'will 
follow It to the pesthole, Into which he speed- 
ily tumbles. It then Is;-merely'pleasant recre- 
ation for the farmer to travel out and pour 
a weak solution of kerosene ^upon, his accu- 
mulated enemies. Kerosene Is an excellent 
death dealer for these pests. 
When -they get 


Into the cornfields the fanners of Illinois1 sally 
forth .with an emulsion containing four per 
cent, of kerosene and half as much whale oil 
soap mixed by five minutes simple -beating 
with a stick. This is flirted by hand upon the 
corn. In tho cool of the clay when the Insects 
feed most thoroughly and when, there Is less 
danger of Injury to'the corn. 
Sometimes a 


single application does the work,; when , the 
Infestation la very bad two and even three 
may be required.

methods of control have been found. The use 
of the disk and crop rotation will exterminate 
them.

The pharaplct give.* the open season 


foe all fish, 'animals and 
birds 
It 


contains a section mentioning things 
which arc unlawful to. do in regard to 
hunting deer and also in regard to the 
carcass of the deer. It gives the bag 
limit of. various fowls, 
The bag limit 


of partridges is fifteen and of mixed 
bag of game birds thirty. 
The rabbit season in Wood county 


opens October 10 and closes February 


1 succeeding-, The beaver is protected 
at all times and the fisher, martin, 
mink, inimkrat season is- open from 
November 15 to March IS succeeding. 


The quail and pheasant arc protect- 


ed until 1915. The duck season opens 
September 1 and closes January 1. 
Goose can be. shot between September 
10 and May 1. It is unlawful to- shoot 
aquatic fowl, that is ducks, geese etc., 
after sunset, but it is lawful to shoot 
them one hour before sunrise. 


Packages containing fish and game 


must be labeled to show the weight, 
contents, variety and also the name 
and address of the consignor and con- 
signee, under penalty of fine and im- 
prisonment. 
Game birds cannot be transported 


unless accompanied by the owner.

economic insects, barring an occasional short 
lapsu to fight the economical Instincts of state 
legislatures.

terms with n vast number of bugs. 


For a practical knowledge of an Insect, the 


ability to recognize It In all Its phases Is a 
niero beginning. 
Us dietary must bo known, 


not only what It prefers but what It likes next 
boat and what It will oat to escape starvation; 
how tho weather affects Its health. Us temper, 
ami Its power of multiplying; Is It subject to 
contagious diseases? 
If so, how may It bo 


Induced to catch one? Also It Is well to know 
Jiow Its neighbor bugs regard It. 
Whether the 


•«lght of It arouses the Instinct to protect or 
.tho Instinct to kill. 
For thero are bugs so 


ijclndly disposed toward other bugs that thay 
will carry them to their food supply, hatch 
their eggs for them, and bring up their off- 
spring. 'Tho sole duties they leave to those 
they protect aro breathing, eating and multl- 
plyitiK- 


• 
First let mo tell you about the fight against 


the chinch bug. As everyone knows, the chinch 
IH a devil-devastator'whoso evil intentions aro 
'backed with energy and resourcefulness. Wheu 
it starts to take what It wants from the farm 
there Is just one thins it leaves—the mort- 
gage. 
For more than a generation scientists 


Iu nil parts of the country directed their Intel- 
ligence against its instinct; and Instinct won 
the victory. 
It seemed that reason could not 


fathom tho causa of tho outbreaks nor find a 
way to prevent them. In despair tho men of 
"iscl-nice were for saying as did the old Irish 
fvoman of the rain that spoiled her potatoes, 
' "There's no ral.sou in it. It's just the will of

'an 'end to chinch bug ravages.

Consequently letters

farmers, asking for boxes 
— 


These bugs were to be given- the disease and 
returned with directions for spreading It. The 
response was surprisingly immediate. 
Boxes 


of bugs poured Into the express offices and 
yet more boxes of bugs. Farmers from neigh- 
boring states heard of the offer and they, too, 
went bug hunting. 
The express companies 


worked overtime. The assistants in the' ento- 
mologist's offlce became mere undertakers for 
bugdom. 
The mouldy bugs were sent out on 


their beneficent mission of destruction. 
Then 


the results came in. 
They varied; they did, 


indeed. 
Some thought tho entire 
entomolo- 


gist's office should be fitted out with a golden, 
glorious halo as the rescuer of Its country; - 
others alas! thought a fool's cap would fit tho 
case more exactly. 


But although the disease project could not 


be called a complete success, jneans were 
found which make it possible to raise grain 
even In the very worst ot the 
chinch 
out- 


breaks. Tho barrier methods and sprays with 
n kerosene emulsion will catch them every 
time. Just after harvest the scarcity of food 
in the wheat'fields arouses in the chinch an 
Instinct to migrate. 
On foot It sets out to get 


an appetite for corn. This is the time to make 
n ridge beween the Infested field and the field 
the chinch desires to Infest. This Is done by 
plowing a backward furrow -which Is packed 
with a light roller or by hand and has a line 
of tar poured, upoii It from a can with a 
tubular spout. Post holes are dug at intervals ' 
of about twenty feet. 
By keeping the 
tar 


line fresh his chlnehshtp cannot cross, but will 
follow It to the pesthole, into which he speed- 
ily tumbles. It then is merely pleasant recre- 
ation for the farmer to travel out and pour 
a weak solution of kerosene upon, his accu- 
mulated enemies. 
Kerosene is an excellent- 


death dealer for these pests.. When-they get. 
into the cornfields the farmers of Illinols'-sally 
forth with an emulsion containing four per 
cent.-of kerosene and half as'much whale oil . 
soap mixed by five minutes 
simple -beating 


with a stick. This is flirted by hand upon the 
corn in the cool of the day when the insects 
feed most thoroughly and when there is less 
danger of 'Injury to ' the corn. 
Sometimes a 


single application does the work.; when the 
infestation Is very bad two and even" three 


!>- be required. 


Now let us talk about corn exclusively for 


a while. 
With that staple at its present price , 


and with the grave gentlemen who . produce 
statistics as hens produce eggs—the louder. 
the cackling, the smaller the statistic—assur- 
ing us that it is on its lofty perch to stay, it 
seems that the farmer will .have to cultivate 
automobiles-and bad habits as obesity .cures 
for his bank account. But, halt! - Nature..pro- 
vides several. There is the weather, more ex- 
asperating and .with less regard for a/poor

shade trees little wads of cotton? 
Each wad, 


you will see, if you look, projects from a^brown 
cap, which" is the female maple scale. 
It is a 


e'lnTa'nd honey locust. These cotton wads are 
the soft bed in which the careful female lays 
her eggs and each female can be relied upon 
to deposit something like 3,000 eggs in her own 
particular little wad. 
Dr. Forbes found after 


considerable experiment that a kerosene emul- 
sion was effective in disposing of these pests. 
A 20.per cent, emulsion could be used in winter 
if the roots of the trees were protected, and a 
10 per cent. In summer. : It ,is. made by dissolv- 
ing one pound of common soap in one, gallon 
of water by boiling. This is removed from the 
fire and two gallons - of kerosene poured 
in. 


With a spray pump the mixture is then forced 
back into -itself for about five minutes, when it 
•will look like a thick cream, and no longer sepa- 
rates on standing. Seventeen gallons of water 
added to the three gallons thus prepared will 


- give 'a 10 per cent, solution. 
The cost will 


bs 4.3 cents a gallon and three or four gallons 
will save a,'large tree from destruction. 


Doubtless you have noticed upon the apples 


you brought home in a paper bag and those 
that fell "from your own cherished tree a cres- 
cent mark. This means that a busy little curculio 
has had its beak in your apple before you and 
has probably laid an egg at the sign of the 
crescent curculios. A spray compound of 12% 
ounces of acetate of lead and four ounces of 
arsenate-of soda .to - fifty, gallons of water,. If 
used three or four times, will catch practically 
all t^ese orchard/ destroyers. 


Among the "insects injurious to health the 


common housefly takes first rank. Dr. Forbes 
has found that 75 per-cent. of the common 
houseflies breed in horse manure. As the reme- 
dies that will kill the housefly maggots are too 
dangerous to be used in stables, except boiling 
water, which is hardly practicable, the only 
protection seems -to be In screening, stables 
against flies aa we do our houses and in careful 
city sanitation.
